I acree with you that a special solitary status for eoae European countrlea 
or even for the Federal Republic of Oemany alone is unacceptable} that dlsengage- 
■ent cannot be considered} and that the efforts toward dlaanaaent mast be taken 
wj seriously. 

I should be grateful If— through our Aabassador or through whatever channel 
you say dwn appropriate— I oould hart a clarification of your idea that the con- 
frontation in Central Europe oould perhaps be reduced. Tfy lapression has always 
been that it is not the confrontation which is dangerous but rather the reduction 
of confrontation. Korea is a good exasple. But ths experience at the Israeli- 
Arab border also proves it} alaest all the clashes occurred within the demili- 
tarized or neutralised zones and not where the Israelis and Arabs confronted each 
other directly. It would, of eooree, be an advantage If the nusber of Soviet 
troops in Eastern Ssrope could be reduced. But we all know that the Soviets *?vld

Shis is especially true of the eeeurity interests of the Federal Republic which 
I dealt with in ay last letter. It is also trne of Berlin's politioal and constl- 
tutional tin with the Federal Republic, without which Berlin le not viable and 
would soon becoae a dying city in which there would be nothing left to defend but 
eapty houses. 

Furthermore, the Federal Republic of Gomany canrot depirt from the basis -laid 
down in the Parle Treaties of 195U for a ooanon policy on Oeraany. neither can she 
renounce the contractually agreed principle that the Eastern borders of Oeraany can 
only be determined in a peace treaty. 

Sooo of these pointa have been questioned during the last weeks in the dis- 
cussions of the ambassadorial group. I must confess that I would consider it 
dangerous if this tendency were to continue in the discussions. 

After the catastrophe of the Hitler period and the war, the Ceraan people put 
all their hopes on the West, on the Atlantic Ailisnse, and aapecially on the
